I[PHERE is new hope for people living in countries 
-where protein deficiency in diet is a serious 
problem — countries where protein badly needed 
to correct malnutrition is present in many forms, 
even in the leaves of trees, but is unavailable be- 
cause there are no means of turning it into food. 
Lack of protein in’ underdeveloped countrics in 
Asia, Africa and elsewhere has frequently been 
the chief cause of malnutrition and of the deaths 
of countless millions of human beings,

YEARS OF WORK

Sustained work on the pro- 
duction of leaf protein In bulk 
has been going on in Britain 
rince 1943 at the Rothamsted 
Experiment Station for Agricul- 
tural Research, Harpenden. 
England, The basic mdchine in 
the unit here is a pulher—the 
result of continuous expéximent 
and as it is essential thatthe 
@reencry to be used must be 
freshly cropped, young and in 
good condition, adaptations of 
the machines st Rothamsted 
are being designed as small 
“village units’ to deal with 
crops on the spot, the reaidue 
of crops and even weeds any- 
where in the world where there 
is power to run the machines, 
This project Is being supported 
in the United Kingdom by 
grunts from the Agricultural 
Research Council and the 
Rockefeller Foundation. 

Now a firm in Britain claims 
to have perfected after seven 
years’ work a commercial 
machine for the same ptrpose. 
Called the “Impulse Process”, 
it is stated to produce protein 

‘fn an aceeptable form, keeping 
undesirable matter out of It. 
The .reseatch and development 
department of the firm in ques- 
tlon—British Glues and Chemi- 
cals Ltd., « [mpertal — Houes, 
Kingsway, London, W.C.2, un- 
der the direction of Mr I. H. 
Chaigen found it desirable to 
Beparate the Ingredients . of 
vegetable mmatter—fibre, carbo- 
hydrates, oils and proteins. 

Therefore, while leaf material 
and alkaline water Instead of 
ordinary water are fed through 
the rame opening on the Impulse 
Process, a vibrating screen 
separates the flbre, which falls 
into a washing tank, is then 
squcezed ‘to take out the water, 
and comes out as a material 
which Is useful as raw material 
for paper and manufacturing 
boards, v

protein solution passes along 
into a precipitation tank, and 
then into ao high-speod .centrl- 
fuge.
